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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of Amendment filed 1 0 June 2003 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Makino (US 
5,640,003; previously cited in Office action no. 6). 

Re claims 1-5, 7, 9, and 12: Makino teaches an integrated circuit device having a memory 
area comprising a data memory (15), wherein the data memory has at least one counter element 
(14), at least one indicator element (i.e., the determining/determination means; see col. 1, line 58 
through col. 2, line 9) and at least one threshold value/level, wherein the counter element, on the 
one hand, counts at least one occurrence number of events occurring within the device and, and 
on the other hand, can reach the threshold value, which is indicative of a large maximum number 
of occurrences of the events, the indicator element being designed to go from a first state (i.e., 
transmitting state) to a second state (i.e., stop transmitting state) when the counter element has 
reach the threshold value (figs. 2-3; col. 1, line 58 through col. 2, line 9; col. 2, line 42 through 
col. 4, line 13). 

Re claims 6, 8: Makino teaches an integrated circuit device, wherein a counter element is 
defined for at least two events (i.e., starting and stopping the transmitting states). 
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Re claims 10-11: Makino teaches an integrated circuit device, wherein the memory area 
comprises means for disabling the operation (i.e., to stop the data transmitting operation) of the 
device when an indicator element has gone to the second state.
